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2. PLEASE DELIVER FOLLOWING REPLY: 
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QUOTE DEAR MR. PRESIDENT: I WANT TO THANK YOU FOR YOUR 
RECENT TELEGRAM AND THE OPPORTUNITY IT PROVIDES TO EXCHANGE 

ONCE MORE OUR VIEWS ON THE SITUATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST. 

I APPRECIATE YOUR CONCERN ABOUT THE ISRAELI ATTACKS IN 
LEBANON. THE UNITED STATES FULLY RECOGNIZES THAT CONTINUED 
VIOLENCE IN THE AREA WILL MAKE PEACE-MAKING IN THE MIDDLE 
EAST ALL THE MORE DIFFICULT. THE UNITED STATES HAS RE- 
PEATEDLY DEPLORED THE ACTION-REACTION CYCLE OF VIOLENCE 
IN THE AREA AND IS USING ITS INFLUENCE TO KEEP IT IN 
CHECK. WHILE ALSO DEVOTING ITSELF TO HELPING CREATE A 
FRAME- WORK FOR A PEACEFUL SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEMS IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST. AT THE SAME TIME, I HOPE THAT THOSE WHO CAN 
INFLUENCE THE PALESTINIANS WILL ENCOURAGE THEM TO AVOID 
ACTIONS THAT CONTRIBUTE TO THIS CYCLE OF VIOLENCE. 

IN THE COURSE OF MY MIDDLE EAST TRIP, I SAID THAT THE 
UNITED STATES RECOGNIZES THAT THERE CAN BE NO JUST AND 
LASTING PEACE UNLESS THE LEGITIMATE INTERESTS OF THE 
PALESTINIAN PEOPLE ARE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT, AS WELL AS THE 
RIGHT OF ALL STATES IN THE AREA TO EXIST. UNFORTUNATELY, 
CONTINUED VIOLENCE WORKS AGAINST THE ACHIEVEMENT OF THESE 
OBJECTIVES TO WHICH THE UNITED STATES IS FULLY COMMITTED. 

LET ME TAKE THIS OCCASION TO RESTATE MY DETERMINATION TO 
WORK FOR A MORE PEACEFUL WORLD, AN OBJECTIVE WHICH WE 
HAVE ALWAYS SHARED AND WHICH IS FURTHERED BY THE CONTIN- 
UING CLOSE RELATIONS BETWEEN OUR NATIONS.
